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COMPANY MEETING 


ANGLO-PERSIAN OIL COMPANY, LIMITED 
DIVIDEND RAISED TO 12} PER CENT. 


The Twenty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company, Limited, was held on June 27 at 
Southern House, London, E.C.4. 

Sir John Cadman, G.C.M.G., D.Sc. (chairman of the com- 
pany), in the course of his speech said: Before I proceed to 
the business of this meeting 1 must refer to the great loss we 
have experienced through the death of our late President, 
Lord Greenway, on December 17 last. 

With regard to the accounts, on the assets side, important 
changes are few. British and Colonial Government Securities 
are lower by approximately £2 million owing to sales to 
provide part of the funds for the repayment of debentures on 
December 31 last, the balance being largely met by the excess 
of the Group’s depreciation over its capital expenditure 
during 1934, 


APPRECIATION OF INVESTMENTS 


You will have noticed with satisfaction that the market value 
of British and Colonial Government securities is nearly £600,000 
in excess of their book value. The increase in creditors and 
sundry liabilities on the liabilities side is largely due to taxa- 
tion provision. The 5 per cent. premium on repayment of the 
debentures has been deducted from the debenture stock re- 
demption reserve which is accordingly reduced to £2,327,500. 

The total of the balance sheet items is down by approxi- 
mately £3 million, and as this is due to repayment of 
debentures, it will be regarded with satisfaction. 

The most gratifying feature of the profit and loss account 
is the increase in trading profit of more than £1,200,000, 
obtained at selling prices on the whole lower than in 1933. 
Decreases in the cost of distribution counterbalanced the re- 
duction in selling prices and the extra profit resulted from 
the larger volume of products sold. 

Royalty and taxation payable to the Iranian Government 
increased by £374,000 owing to greater production and in- 
creased profit, but the higher gold premium also contributed 
to the increase. 

The profit available for distribution amounts to £3,235,033. 
After payment of the preference stock dividends the sum 
remaining has enabled the board to recommend payment of a 
dividend of 124 per cent. on the ordinary stock, leaving 
£485,674 to be carried forward. 

PRODUCTION AND REFINERIES 

Production from Masjid-i-Sulaiman and Haft Kel rose during 
1934 to approximately 74 million tons, of which about 70 per 
cent. was drawn from Masjid-i-Sulaiman. 

The process of developing the Haft Kel field continued 
during the year. Further drilling has happily confirmed the 
results of earlier wells, and the proved area has been so much 
extended that it is now approximately equal to that of Masjid- 
i-Sulaiman. The provision of more pipeline facilities was put 
in hand towards the end of 1934 and has since been completed. 

On December 23 last the Kuwait Oil Company—in which 
we have as partners the Gulf Company of Pittsburg, U.S.A.— 
signed an agreement with the Shaikh of Kuwait for the 
development of any oil resources which may be found to exist 
within his territory. 

The extensions to the cracking and distillation equipment 
of Abadan, to which I referred last year, will be in operation 
by the end of 1935 and further additions are in hand. Cracking 
plant and improved equipment for the manufacture of lubricants 
are being installed at the Douai refinery of our associated com- 
pany in France. 

The British Tanker Company’s fleet of eighty vessels was 
fully employed throughout the year, and was, fortunately, 
entirely free from serious accident. 


MARKETING CONDITIONS 


The expansion of our sales during 1934 has been satisfactory, 
but business with certain countries was hampered by exchange 
and import restrictions. Stockholders know that these particular 
troubles are widespread and affect the whole commercial and in- 
dustrial situation. The important position which we hold in the 
United Kingdom market has been well upheld by our distributing 
company, Shell-Mex and B.P., Limited. 

The Iraq Petroleum Company’s pipeline from Kirkuk to the 
Mediterranean was completed in 1934 and officially opened in 
January, 1935. Regular deliveries of crude oil commenced in 
September, 1934. 


THE OUTLOOK 


I do not think any of you will expect me to bind myself to 
a definite prophecy as to our results for 1935. Too many 
variable factors exist which could exert a considerable in- 
fluence during the next six months for that to be practicable. 
At the moment, however, the balance of definite indication is 
favourable, and this, along with the extremely sound position 
of the company, provides at least no ground for pessimism. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and a 
resolution was passed altering the name of the company to 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, Limited. 





COMPANY MEETING 


THE IMPERIAL BANK OF PERSIA 
SIR HUGH BARNES’S SURVEY 


The Forty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of the Imperial 
Bank of Persia was held, on June 28, at Southern House, 
Cannon Street, London, E.C.4. 

Sir Hugh S. Barnes, K.C.S.I., K.C.V.O. (chairman of the 
Bank), presiding, said: One of the most interesting events of 
the past year has been the expressed desire of the Government 
of H.1.M. The Shah that outside the country the name “ Iran ” 
should, as far as possible, be substituted for the name 
‘* Persia.’”’ You have received with the report a circular ex- 
plaining the action we propose to take. 


BALANCE SHEET 


You will observe that in the balance sheet the total is some 
£643,416 larger than last year. While some of this increase is 
attributable to the rate of exchange at which the Iranian cur- 
reney has been converted for balance-sheet purposes—namely, 
rials 66 per pound sterling, against rials 77 last year, no less 
than £342,000 falls under the one heading of acceptances on 
behalf of customers. 

Last year I referred to the guarantee issued by us in connec- 
tion with the construction of the Trans-Persian Railway, or, 
as we should now call it, the Trans-Iranian Railway. During 
the year under review these guarantees have been in increased 
request on behalf of British and Continental firms, and I am 
pleased to say that no difficulties have been experienced. 

Deposits are down by £63,315, but this is more than accounted 
for by the closing of our Bombay branch, to which I referred 
last year. Both in Iran and Iraq deposits show a healthy in- 
crease. Bills payable, contingencies, endorsements, and sums 
due to other banks are up by £353,805, which is satisfactory. 


THE ASSETS 


Turning to the assets side of the balance sheet, cash in hand, 
at bankers, and at short notice has increased by £225,000. 
Investments are up by £84,147. Last year I mentioned they 
were down by £77,886, owing to a larger holding of British 
Treasury Bills. These, due to the present low rate of dis- 
count, do not now form a profitable outlet for our surplus 
cash. I may say that British Government securities form over 
90 per cent. of our investments. 

The next item, bills discounted, loans and advances, which 
last year had risen by some £398,795, is down by £46,420. 
Bills receivable are again up, on this occasion by £40,577, but, 
while last year the increase was attributable to Iraq, this year 
it is in Iran where greater activity has been in evidence. Bank 
premises, furniture, and stationery stand at the negligible figure 
of £2,670. 


RESULT OF THE YEAR’S WORKING 


Turning to the profit and loss account, it will be seen that, 
after making ample provision for income-tax, bad and doubtful 
debts, and other contingencies, we are able to show a profit of 
£75,760, which is only £1,408 less than last year. This year 
we are again placing £10,000 to reserve fund, bringing up the 
total to £730,000. ou will, I am sure, be pleased to note 
that we propose to pay the same dividend and bonus as for the 
last five years—namely, 7s. per share and a bonus of 2s. per 
share, both free of income tax. This, with the interim dividend 
of 4s. per share, makes a return for the year of 13s. per share, 
free of tax, and leaves us with the slightly increased sum of 
£49,818 1s. 9d. to carry forward to the new account. 


CHANGE OF NAME 


We have now, gentlemen, to hold our extra-ordinary meeting. 
The reasons for changing the name of the bank from ‘‘ The 
Imperial Bank of Persia’’ to ‘‘ The Imperial Bank of Iran ”’ 
are explained very fully in the letter which accompanied the 
notice of the meeting. In the meantime our lawyers advised that 
we must obtain a Supplemental Charter authorising the change. 
We are, of course, a chartered company. We accordingly applied 
to the Treasury, and His Majesty the King has been pleased to 
grant us the necessary Charter asked for. 

I will now put the first resolution to the vote :—‘‘ That the 
Supplemental Charter of his Majesty, dated May 24, 1935, 
whereby provision is made for the change of the name of the 
Bank to ‘ The Imperial Bank of Iran,’ be, and the same is 
hereby accepted.’’ Carried unanimously. 

The Chairman: I will now put the two other resolutions 
together, as they are merely supplemental to the accept- 
ance of the Supplemental Charter. They are :—‘‘ That having 
regard to the provisions of the Supplemental Royal Charter 
already accepted by this meeting the Bank’s Deed of Settlement 
be altered by substituting the words ‘The Imperial Bank of 
Iran ’ for the words ‘ The Imperial Bank of Persia’ in Articles 
2 and 65,”’ and ‘‘ That the Bank’s Deed of Settlement be altered 
by substituting the word ‘Iran’ for the word ‘ Persia’ in 
Articles 14, 101, and 192 wherever such latter word occurs in the 
said Articles.’’ Carried unanimously. 

The Chairman: I declare the three resolutions to have been 
passed. As we are under the old Companies Act we shall have 
to have a confirmatory meeting not less than 14 days hence.

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Summary 


Foreign Exchanges in June (Page 3) 

On balance London rates showed an appreciation 
of the pound in relation to the belga by 11 per cent. 
and practically no change in relation to reichsmarks, 
but in terms of Czechoslovak crowns and French 
francs a decline of 0-6 and 0-9 per cent. respectively, 
and as against lire, Dutch florins and Swiss francs a 
depreciation of 1-2, 1-5 and 1-9 per cent., respectively. 
Steadiness was maintained against the United States 
and the Canadian dollar. The Spanish peseta moved 
in line with the French franc. The free market rate 
for the Argentine peso improved between May 17 and 
June 21. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 4) 


The net tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade that 
arrived with cargo in May, 1935, was 6°1 per cent. 
more than in May, 1934, while the tonnage of those 
that arrived in ballast increased by 0-7 per cent. 
Departures with cargo were 9°4 per cent. greater and 
those in ballast showed an increase of 0-9 per cent. 
In the coasting trade arrivals and departures with 
cargo showed little change, but there were decreases 
of 66 per cent. in arrivals and 7-6 per cent. in 
departures in ballast. 


Import Trade of British India (Page 8) 


Figures for the past trade year show an increase of 
15 per cent. in the value of imports as compared with 
the previous twelve months and a decrease in the 
United Kingdom’s share therein by rather more than 
a half of one per cent. In spite of keen competition, 
however, satisfactory increases are reported over 2 
wide range of commodities, the largest being in 
cotton piece-goods, regarding which a number of ex- 
tracts are given from H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner’s ‘‘ Survey,’’ metals, pipes and fittings, motor 
vehicles and electrical machinery and instruments. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 10) 


Daily output of coal in April increased by 4-1 per 
cent. as compared with April, 1934, in Germany, but 
was lower in France and Poland by 5-9 and 4°6 per 
cent. respectively, and fell by 15°4 per cent. for 
bituminous and 48 per cent. for anthracite in the 
United States. Daily production of pig iron was 13°7 
per cent. higher in Germany, but 8-2 per cent. lower 
in the Saar. Crude steel output increased in 
Germany by 9°0 per cent. (in the United Kingdom by 
12-8 per cent.), but decreased in the United States 
by 10°1 per cent.

The average of the rates for French francs in London 
in the week ended June 1 represented a depreciation in 
the value of the pound sterling of 39-5 per cent. as com- 
pared with the closing rate on September 19, 1931. 
Comparing the same periods, lire, Swiss francs, Dutch 
florins and reichsmarks represented a depreciation in 
the value of the pound ranging from 35°3 to 40-5 per 
tent., while in the case of belgas and Czechoslovak 
crowns the depreciation was 16°9 and 27:8 per cent., 
tespectively. After the rise of about 3 per cent. in 





sterling in relation to the gold currencies during May 
there was a movement against sterling during the first 
week in June, and the London exchange rates on six of 
these centres (the exception being Brussels) showed a 
depreciation in the value of the pound ranging from 
0-4 per cent. for French francs, Dutch florins and 
reichsmarks to 1-2 per cent. for Swiss francs. In terms 
of belgas sterling appreciated slightly. In the second 
week of the month there was an appreciation of sterling 
on all seven centres ranging up to about one-half of one 
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per cent., but this was followed in each of the two 
remaining weeks by a movement adverse to the pound 
except in the case of the belga, in relation to which 
currency sterling showed a small appreciation in the 
last week of the month. On balance, comparing the 
closing quotations on May 31 and June 29, the pound 
appreciated in relation to the belga by 1-1 per cent. 
and showed practically no change in relation to reichs- 
marks, but in terms of Czechoslovak crowns, French 
francs, lire, Dutch florins and Swiss francs the pound 
declined in value by 0°6, 0-9, 1-2, 1:5 and 1-9 per cent., 
respectively. 

The London exchange rates for the three Scandina- 
vian currencies remained unchanged throughout the 
month. 

The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended June 1 represented an appre- 
ciation in the value of the pound sterling of 1°6 per 
cent. as compared with the closing rate on Septem- 
ber 19, 1931. There was little variation in the sterling 
rate throughout the month, and the closing quotation 
on June 29 differed by only 0°1 per cent. from that on 
May 31. 

The London quotation on Montreal showed sterling 
in the week ended June 1 to be at about the same rate 
as on September 19, 1931, and there was no appreciable 
change in value during the month. Canadian funds in 
New York were at par on May 30 and June 6, at a 
discount of per cent. on June 13, at par on June 20, 
and at a discount of + per cent. on June 27. 

The movement of the Spanish peseta corresponded 
closely with that of the French franc, while the rate for 
the Japanese yen showed little change during the 
month. 

According to information received from Buenos Aires 
the average tender rate for the Argentine peso showed 
a slight depreciation from 16°95 pesos to the pound on 
May 17 to 17-00 pesos on June 21, while during the 
same period the free market rate improved from 19-02 
to 18-69 pesos to the pound.

In comparison with the French franc the rate in 
Paris showed the Swiss franc to be at a small premium 
throughout June, while the Dutch florin, which was 
quoted at a slight discount in the first week of the 
month, rose above parity during each of the remaining 
weeks. The lira was at a discount of between 6°5 and 
7-1 per cent. throughout the month, while the belga, 
which was at a discount of about 263 per cent. at 
the end of May, declined steadily to a rate showing a 
discount of over 28 per cent. at the end of June. 


The pound was quoted at a discount of 394 per cent. 
at the end of May and declined to a rate showing 4 
discount of 40 per cent. at the end of June. During the 
same period the rate for the United States dollar 
declined from 40} to nearly 41 per cent. below gold 
parity. Spanish pesetas remained unchanged at a dis- 
count of 57-9 per cent.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN MAY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during May, 1935, with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival aggregated 7,182,000 tons, or 415,000 tons 
(6-1 per cent.) more than in May, 1934. Increases were 
recorded for eight of the trading areas specified in the 
returns. The tonnage of vessels arriving from Austra- 
lasia and from ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Medi- 
terranean Countries ’’ was considerably more than in 
May, 1934, and greater than in any intervening month. 
The increase in respect of the former area (which may 
be related to larger shipments of wool from Australia) 
was 162,000 tons (28 per cent.), while that in respect of 
the latter area was 112,000 tons (15 per cent.). In- 
creases of 63,000 tons were recorded in each case in 
respect of ‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific ”’ 
and ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India.’’ The remain- 
ing increases were relatively unimportant, while the de- 








creases were in no case large. The tonnage of British 
vessels arriving with cargo exceeded 44 million tons 
for the first time since June, 1931. As compared with 
May, 1934, the rise was 308,000 tons (7 per cent.) and 
accounted for approximately three-fourths of the total 
net increase in the arrivals with cargo. Among the re- 
maining principal nationalities concerned, United 
States, French and Norwegian tonnages showed in- 
creases of 107,000 tons (35 per cent.), 89,000 tons (47 
per cent.) and 28,000 tons (8 per cent.), respectively, 
while the tonnage of Dutch vessels decreased -by 79,000 
tons (23 per cent.). About 63 per cent. of the net ton- 
nage that arrived with cargo was British in both May, 
1935, and May, 1934. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during the 
month at any port without cargo for discharge at that 
port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 2,896,000 
tons, or 21,000 tons (0-7 per cent.) more than in May of 
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last year. Increases of 125,000 tons (7 per cent.) in 
British and 62,000 tons (82 per cent.) in German ton- 
nage were partly offset by decreases of 85,000 tons (41 
per cent.) and 36,000 tons (30 per cent.), respectively, 
in the tonnage of French and Norwegian vessels. The 
British proportion of the net tonnage that arrived in 
ballast was about 65 per cent. in May, 1985, as against 
62 per cent. in May, 1934, while of the total British 
tonnage that arrived, about 29 per cent. was in ballast 
in both periods. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during May, 1935, from ports at 
which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggregated 
6,069,000 tons, or 519,000 tons (9:4 per cent.) more 
than in May, 1934; this increase followed corresponding 
rises of 243,000 tons (4-9 per cent.) in April and 152,000 
tons (28 per cent.) in March. The increase was wide- 
spread, but nearly half the total was in respect of depar- 
tures io ‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast,’’ which ex- 
ceeded the departures in May, 1934, by 225,000 tons 
(21 per cent.). Increases ranging from 82,000 tons to 
39,000 tons were shown for ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ ‘‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India,’’ Australasia, the Irish Free State 
and the Atlantic Coast of South America. As regards 
the nationalities of the vessels, nearly three-fourths of 
the total net increase in departures with cargo was due 
to a rise of 372,000 tons (10 per cent.) in British ton- 
nage, the remainder of the increase being shared by 
United States and French vessels. About 65 per cent. 
of the net tonnage that departed with cargo was British 
in both May, 1935, and May, 1934. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
the month from ports at which they had loaded no 
cargo for abroad (recorded as departing in ballast) 
amounted to 4,217,000 tons, being 39,000 tons (0-9 per 
cent.) more than in May, 1934. British tonnage in- 
creased by 158,000 tons (6 per cent.), while Dutch and 
French vessels showed decreases of 77,000 tons (29 per 
cent.) and 34,000 tons (26 per cent.), respectively. The 
British proportion of the net tonnage that departed in 
ballast was about 62 per cent. in May, 1935, as against 
59 per cent. in May, 1934, while of the total British 
tonnage that departed about 40 per cent. was in ballast 
in both months. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the arrivals 
and departures in the foreign trade at the principal 
ports in the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 6. The 
principal tonnage (and percentage) increases and de- 
creases at the chief ports, as compared with May, 1934,

It will be seen that there were substantial increases 
in the arrivals and departures with cargo at Hull and 
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London. The decreased shipping activity at Plymouth 
was due mainly to a reduction in the traffic with Euro- 
pean countries and the Atlantic Coast of North 
America, resulting in part from the less frequent calls of 
French passenger liners. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of both the 
arrivals and departures with cargo in the coasting trade 
showed little change as compared with a year earlier, 
but decreases of 173,000 tons (6°6 per cent.) in the 
arrivals and 193,000 tons (7-'6 per cent.) in the depar- 
tures were recorded in respect of the tonnage of vessels 
in ballast. The principal changes at the chief ports as 
compared with May, 1934, are shown below: —

TRADE BALANCE AND 


During the twelve months ended March, 1935, the 


value of imports increased, as compared with the pre- © 


ceding similar period, by Rs. 17 crores or 15 per cent. 
and amounted to Rs. 132 crores,* writes H.M. Senior 
Trade Commissioner in India. Total exports, including 
re-exports, rose by Rs. 5,06 lakhs, or 3 per cent., to 
Rs. 155 crores; exports of Indian merchandise show 
an increase of Rs. 4,93 lakhs, or 3 per cent., to Rs. 151 
crores and re-exports one of Rs. 13 lakhs, or 4 per cent. 
The grand total of imports, exports and re-exports in 
1934-35 amounted to Rs. 287 crores, as against Rs. 265 
crores in 1933-34, an increase of Rs, 22 crores, or 8 per 
cent. 

Imports of treasure (private and Government) rose 
by Rs. 2,29 lakhs to Rs. 4,25 lakhs. Gold bullion fell 
by Rs. 29 lakhs to Rs. 54 lakhs, sovereigns and other 
British gold coin by Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs, and 
other coined gold by Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 1} lakhs. The 
value of silver imported increased by Rs. 2,69 lakhs to 
Rs. 3,51 lakhs, while imports of currency notes fell by 
Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 2 lakhs. Exports of treasure de- 
creased by Rs. 2,06 lakhs to Rs. 63,50 lakhs. Exports 
of gold alone amounted to Rs. 53,26 lakhs as against 
Rs. 58,15 lakhs in the preceding year. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


India’s visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure during the twelve months April-March, 1934-5, 
1933-4 and 1932-33, is shown in the following table. 
The figures are arrived at by combining the balances of 
transactions in (1) private merchandise and (2) treasure

IMPORTS IN 1934-35 


Although the total exports registered only a small in- 
crease as against an appreciable advance in imports, 
the trade balance in merchandise of Rs. 23 crores, al- 
though not as large as for the previous year, is being 
fairly well maintained following the very narrow margin 
of Rs. 3 crores in 1932-33. As, however, a normal ex- 
port surplus of Rs. 50 crores is necessary for the 
settlement of external financial obligations, the fore- 
going figures show the extent to which the balancing of 
the exchange account of India still depends on gold 
exports. The latter fell during the year under review 
to the extent of about Rs. 44 crores, but the somewhat 
unexpected excess of silver exports, due to the silver 
purchase policy of the United States, offset this re- 
duction to the extent of about Rs. 2 crores. The result, 
therefore, as shown in the statement, is a total visible 
trade balance of Rs. 78 crores as compared with one of 
Rs. 92 crores in the previous year. 


THE CoMPETITIVE Import PosITION 


An analysis of the total imports shows that the in- 
crease has been well distributed over a fairly wide 
range of commodities. The improved outlook in the 
local textile industry, as a result of improved organisa- 
tion and the working of the Indo-Japanese Agreement, 
is reflected in the increased purchases of textile 
machinery, dyes and colours, ete. Motor vehicles are 
responsible for a large increase, and the more opti- 
mistic feeling prevailing in the bazaar is shown in the 
expansion in this trade in piece-goods, hardware, 
electrical lines, etc. 


As regards the competitive position, the increase has 
been shared by all the principal countries with the ex- 
ception of Belgium, as will be observed from the 
following table. At the same time the United Kingdom 
percentage of trade fell slightly during the year under 
review, namely, by rather more than half per cent. 
The percentages of Germany, the United States and 
Italy remained approximately the same, whereas 
Japan’s percentage again increased from 14-2 to 15:7.

Japanese competition covers a wide field. In tex- 
tiles, although her imports fell short of the total import 
quota allowed under the Indo-Japanese Agreement, 
her trade expanded in most of the textile categories 
with the exception of bleached and dyed goods. In 
haberdashery her trade almost doubled. In woollen 
piece-goods she quadrupled her shipments to the extent 
of 50 per cent. of the total import trade. In glassware 
also the same percentage of the total trade was enjoyed 
by Japan. In silk and artificial silk yarns and artificial 
silk piece-goods, Japanese imports registered an

German competition manifested itself principally 
in haberdashery, woollen piece-goods, electrical 
machinery, metals, cutlery and general hardware. 


The United States considerably improved her com- 
petitive position in many lines, notably in wrought 
copper, hardware, electrical instruments, motor 
vehicles and mining machinery; and in the present 
comparatively small but potentially large trade in wire- 
less instruments she has captured the bulk of the 
trade. 


At the same time, in spite of the keen competition 
in this market, imports from the United Kingdom show 
satisfactory increases over a wide range of commodities. 
The largest increases are shown in cotton piece-goods, 
metals, pipes and fittings, motor vehicles and electrical 
machinery and instruments, all of which goods, with 
many others, are subjected to more or less extensive 
notice in the ‘* Survey.”’ 


Imports oF Cotton PrEecE-Goops 


Grey piece-goods (plain grey) advanced from 
189,972,296 yards (Rs. 176 lakhs) in 1933-34 to 
178,110,746 yards (Rs. 230 lakhs) in the year under 
review. Of these imports, those from the United 
Kingdom dropped from 27,083,880 yards, valued at 
Rs. 36 lakhs, to 25,071,575 yards, valued at Rs. 32-7 
lakhs. In the same period Japanese imports of grey 
piece-goods rose from 112,531,144 yards to 152,212,154 
yards, and from Rs. 139 lakhs to Rs, 196 lakhs in value. 

Grey piece-goods (bordered greys) imports rose from 
90,212,955 yards, valued at Rs. 130 lakhs, to 
119,258,950 yards, valued at Rs. 172-5 lakhs. Of these, 
those from the United Kingdom showed a considerable 
increase from 61,117,035 yards (Rs. 98-9 lakhs) to 
77,646,880 yards (Rs. 125-2 lakhs). Imports from 
Japan similarly increased both in quantity and value— 
from 29,094,740 yards (Rs. 31 lakhs) to 41,540,902 
yards (Rs. 47:1 lakhs). 


White piece-goods (bleached) imports increased from 
261,916,775 yards, valued at Rs. 473 lakhs, to 
285,248,075 yards, valued at Rs. 546°5 lakhs. The 
advance in the proportion from the United Kingdom 
was even greater than this, from 184,150,449 yards, 
valued at Rs. 369 lakhs, to 236,607,802 yards, valued at 
Rs. 451-6 lakhs. On the other hand, Japanese imports 
fell considerably, from 75,177,481 yards, valued at 
Rs. 95°8 lakhs, to 40,261,974 yards, valued at Rs. 64:5 
lakhs, 


Printed piece-goods trade showed a considerable in- 
crease, from 140,229,493 yards, valued at Rs. 232-8 
lakhs to 199,717,695 yards, valued at Rs. 348°8 lakhs. 
Both United Kingdom and Japan partook in this 
advance, but the United Kingdom had the greater 
share, imports from there rising from 55,924,970 yards 
valued at Rs. 129°8 lakhs, to 97,054,546 yards, valued 
at Rs. 209-6 lakhs. Arrivals from Japan rose from 
83,751,803 yards (Rs. 102 lakhs) to 101,657,000 yards 
(Rs. 187-3 lakhs). 


Dyed piece-goods imports showed a very considerable 
increase, from 102,563,482 yards, valued at Rs. 230°4 
lakhs, to 127,129,200 yards, valued at Rs. 801-8 lakhs, 
but the Japanese share fell materially from 24,912,995 
yards, valued at Rs. 36-2 lakhs, to 18,479,483 yards, 
valued at Rs. 29-5 lakhs. The increased share of the 
trade, therefore, was credited almost entirely to the 
United Kingdom, whose proportion increased from 
76,495,145 yards, valued at Rs. 190:8 lakhs, to 
102,246,993 yards, valued at Rs. 2518 lakhs. There 
were also material increases in the small shares of Swit- 
zerland and Italy: from the former, imports rose in 
value from Rs. 0°46 lakhs to Rs. 10-6 lakhs, and from 
the latter from Rs. 0-97 lakhs to Rs. 3-27 lakhs. 


Woven coloured piece-goods increased in value by 
about 50 per cent.: the aggregate trade rose from 
25,890,482 yards, valued at Rs. 62 lakhs, to 34,105,567 
yards, valued at Rs. 92 lakhs. Of this, Japan secured 
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the greater increase, imports of her goods rising from 
15,381,585 yards (Rs, 269 lakhs) to 19,622,487 yards 


’ (Rs. 44:8 lakhs). Imports from the United Kingdom 


rose from 9,980,158 yards (Rs. 33-5 lakhs) to 13,617,642 
yards (Rs, 42-9 lakhs). 


Fents.—The limit of length now allowed for fents is 
four yards as against nine yards previously. This limi- 
tation has been introduced to ensure as far as possible 
that imports under this category shall include only bona 
fide remnants, as these goods are not included in the 
Japanese textile import quota. The total importation 
of fents during the year under review increased 
materially from 34,977,699 yards to 52,239,098 yards, 
valued respectively at Rs. 44:8 lakhs and Rs. 85-9 lakhs. 
The share of the United Kingdom in this trade fell from 
11,080,915 yards, valued at Rs. 16°6 lakhs, to 9,237,849 
yards, valued at Rs. 12-9 lakhs. Japanese imports 
rose from 8,191,500 yards, valued at Rs. 11-8 lakhs, to 
the huge total of 36,709,688 yards, valued at no less a 
figure than Rs. 66 lakhs. 


Woollen piece-goods imports increased from Rs. 130 
lakhs to Rs. 140 lakhs. The share of the United King- 
dom, however, fell from Rs. 57-4 lakhs to Rs. 46°5 
lakhs, whereas Japan increased her trade five-fold, from 
Rs. 15-4 lakhs to Rs. 73 lakhs. This phenomenal in- 
crease, while affecting United Kingdom imports con- 
siderably, was mainly responsible for reductions in the 
trade of both France and Italy. Imports from France 
fell from Rs. 17-4 lakhs to Rs. 4-2 lakhs, while the share 
of Italy fell from Rs. 22-6 lakhs to Rs. 3-5 lakhs. Ger- 
many increased her trade slightly, from Rs. 6-5 lakhs 
to Rs. 7°6 lakhs. 


MACHINERY AND MILLWORK 


The total volume of this trade remained practically 
stationary in the current year as compared with 
1933-84, being Rs. 12-6 crores against Rs. 12-7 crores. 
At the same time, the share of the United Kingdom in- 
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creased slightly from Rs. 8-73 crores to Rs. 9-15 crores. 
Imports from Germany showed little change at Rs. 1:31 
crores in 1933-34 and Rs. 1-26 crores in 1934-35. The 
United States increased her comparatively small share 
of this trade from Rs. 8 crores to Rs, 1:14 crores. 
Imports of electrical machinery of all kinds increased 
from Rs. 127 lakhs to Rs. 169 lakhs and the United 
Kingdom secured the greater share of this increase, from 
Rs. 86 lakhs to Rs. 121 lakhs, although Germany 
doubled her trade with India from Rs. 10-8 lakhs to 
Rs. 21:2 lakhs. There was a very satisfactory increase

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in imports of sewing and knitting machines from 
Rs. 44 lakhs to Rs. 74 lakhs, and as the United King- 
dom secures the bulk of this trade, she benefited very 
materially from this increase, her share of the trade 
rising from Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 58 lakhs. The increased 
activity in the Indian textile industry resulted in a con- 
siderable increase of the imports of cotton textile 
machinery from Rs. 203 lakhs to Rs. 241 lakhs. The 
United Kingdom has almost a monopoly in this trade and 
obtained Rs. 210 lakhs of the total imports during the 
year.

Coal production increased in April as compared with 
the previous month by 4:7 per cent. in the Saar District 
and by less than 1 per cent. in France and Belgium. 
A decrease of 36 per cent. was recorded in the 
United States, the figure for April being the lowest 
since May, 1933. The United Kingdom, Germany and 
Poland showed decreases of 8-8, 7:3 and 73 per cent., 
respectively. The declines in output were partly or 
wholly attributable to the smaller number of working 
days in April. Compared with April of the previous 
year, Germany was the only country to show an in- 
crease in production (4-7 per cent.). Output in Belgium 
was practically unchanged. The remaining countries 
had declines in output ranging from 9-8 per cent. in the 
case of the United States to less than 1 per cent. in the 
case of Poland. 


From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany, Poland and the 
United States it is estimated that the average daily 
outputs of coal in March and April, 1935, and in April, 
September and December, 1934, were as follows: —

Coal stocks in each district of Germany, except the 
Ruhr where a slight decrease was recorded, were 
greater in April than in March, the percentage increases 
being 3-9, 1-8 and 5-4 for Western Upper Silesia, Lower 
Silesia and the Aachen District respectively. In the 
case of Poland there was little change. Compared with 
the corresponding period of 1934, stocks were higher in 
the Ruhr by 9-1 per cent., in Western Upper Silesia by 
2:1 per cent., but were lower in Lower Silesia, the 
Aachen District and Poland by 15-4, 2:9 and 7:3 per 
cent., respectively.

As compared with March, the daily output of pig iron 
during April rose by 2:3 per cent. in France, by 3-5 per 
cent. in Belgium and by 7-7 per cent. in Luxemburg, 
while little change was shown in the Saar output. In 
Germany, the United States and the United Kingdom 
declines were recorded of 4-1, 2-9 and 1-9 per cent., re- 
spectively. Daily production in Germany was 13-7 per 
cent. higher than in April, 1934; Belgium and the 
United Kingdom also showed increases (2°5 and 6-0 per 
cent., respectively), but there were decreases in France 
(3°8 per cent.), Saar (8-2 per cent.), Luxemburg (3-4 
per cent.) and the United States (3-7 per cent.).

On the export market, basis gold prices during April 
were unchanged, but a slight fall in the gold premium 
resulted in lower sterling equivalent prices at the end 
of April than at the end of March. Compared with a 
year earlier, sterling prices were in general higher by 
about 6 per cent., which was the equivalent rise of the 
gold premium over the period, but for standard joists 
the increase was about 9 per cent., there being a rise 
during the year of 1s. 6d. per ton in the gold price. The

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926 
FLOORING BLOCKS AND STRIPS 


The Board of Trade announce that in pursuance of 
the powers conferred on them by Section 3 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926, they have given a Direction 
to the effect that until the first day of October, 1935, 
paragraph (a) of Article 2 of the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) No. 3 Order, 1935, shall not apply to 
flooring blocks and strips which were manufactured 
prior to the twenty-ninth day of June, 1935, provided 
that such goods bear an indication of origin stamped, 
stencilled, printed, impressed or incised on one of the 
larger surfaces of each block or strip.

ANGLO-SPANISH COMMERCIAL 
NEGOTIATIONS 


Lt.-Col. John Colville, M.P., received, on June 27, 
members of the Delegation appointed by the Spanish 
Government to undertake negotiations for a Trade 
Agreement. 


The Delegation is under the leadership of Sefior Don 
Pedro Garcia Condé, Minister Plenipotentiary and Coun- 
sellor to the Spanish Embassy, the other members 
being Sefior Don Alfredo Ara, representing the 
Treasury; Sefior Don Daniel Fernandez Shaw, repre- 
senting the Ministry of Commerce; Sefior Gustavo 
Navarro, representing the Tariff Section of the Ministry 
of Commerce (who has not yet arrived in this country); 
Sefior Don Gustavo Morales, representing the Mines 
Section of the Ministry of Commerce; Sefior Don José 
Da Casa Calzada, representing the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture; and Sefior Don Manuel Orbea, Commercial 
Attaché to the Spanish Embassy and Secretary to the 
Delegation. 


A general exchange of views took place and arrange- 
ments were made for the detailed discussion of various 
aspects of the negotiations. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR IMPORTATION OF 
sad MEAT FROM ARGENTINA 


Paragraph 3 of the Protocol to the Anglo-Argentine 
Agreement of May 1, 1933, provides for the importation 
of meat from undertakings in Argentina not conducted 
primarily for private profit, but in the interests of live- 
stock raisers, up to 15 per cent. of the total quantity 
exported from Argentina to this country, this percen- 
tage to include the imports, amounting to about 4 per 
cent., at present permitted from two Argentine 
frigorificos. 


His Majesty’s Government have been informed by 
the Argentine Government that the Corporacién Argen- 
tina de Productores de Carnes (the Argentine Meat 
Producers’ Corporation), a body established in accord- 
ance with the Argentine meat laws, have completed 
their arrangements for the shipment of the balance 
of the 15 per cent. 


It is proposed that the meat should be prepared for 
export and shipped on behalf of the Corporation by the 
Sansinena Company, Limited, and the Smithfield and 
Argentine Meat Company, Limited, and that it should 
be distributed in this country by those two companies 
and by the Co-operative Wholesale Society, Limited. 


His Majesty’s Government have approved these 
arrangements. The first shipment on behalf of the 
Corporation is expected to arrive in this country about 
the middle of August.

Goods admitted under Item 415A (2) enter free of 
duty under the British Preferential Tariff and are 
dutiable at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem under 
the General Tariff. If the request for removal is 
granted, the goods concerned will, it is thought, be 
placed under such tariff bearing item of the Tariff as 
may be deemed to be appropriate.

OVERSEAS VISITORS IN MAY 


The number of holiday visitors to the United Kingdom 
during May was 18,747, an increase of 1,876 over the total 
for May of.last year and 4,857 over that of May, 1933, 
reports the Travel and Industrial Development Association 
of Great Britain and Ireland. 


Business visitors numbered 8,497, an increase of 1,372, 
and the combined total of holiday and business visitors was 
27,244, an increase of 3,248. 


These figures, the Association points out, include neither 
visitors from the Dominions and Colonies who travel with 
British passports, nor the large number of visitors from the 
Continent who came to England for extended week-ends 
during the May Jubilee celebrations with ‘‘ no passport” 
facilities. 


The most important increase in the Home Office return 
for May is shown in the American totals. There were 5,121 
holiday visitors from the United States, an increase of 1,120 
as compared with May, 1934.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


Calcutta, June 30.—Rainfall has been general in Konkan 
and Malabar on six days, in Lower Burma and Assam on 
three, in the West Central Provinces and Burma on two, and 
in South Hyderabad, on the North Madras Coast, in Chota 
Nagpur, Hyderabad, the Madras Deccan, West Central 


§ India, the Central Provinces, the Bombay Deccan, Bengal, 


Bihar, the East United Provinces, East Central India and 
North Hyderabad on one day. There have been local falls 
of rain elsewhere. 

The monsoon is generally active. 

Madras, June 22.—Very heavy rain has fallen on the west 
Coast. The sowing of paddy is proceeding on the west coast. 
The condition of standing crops is generally fair. 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Bihar and Orissa, June 24.—Rain has fallen in all dis- 
tricts, being heavy in parts of Muzaffarpur and light to 
moderate elsewhere. Standing crops generally are in good 
condition. More rain is needed in Angul and Singbhum. 
The sowing of jute is progressing in Balasore. 

Punjab, June 24.—Rainfall has been light in most parts. 
The condition of standing crops is average to good. 

Central Provinces, June 22.—The weather has been warm 
and cloudy. There has been the regular monsoon rainfall, 
with light to moderate rain at intervals. The sowing of 
cotton and rice has commenced throughout the province. 
More rain is needed. 

United Provinces, June 22.—The weather has been hot, 
and rain is urgently needed. Rainfall has been moderate in 
Gorakhpur, Basti and Baebareli, and light in Benares, 
Kumaon, Fyzabad, Jhansi and parts of the Gorakhpur. 
It has not rained in Meerut, Rohilkhand and parts of the 
Agra, Allahabad and Lucknow divisions. Progress is being 
made with field operations and the sowing of khariff crops. 
The harvesting of extra crops continues, and standing crops 
are doing well. 

Assam, July 1.—The weather generally has been season- 
able. Crop prospects are fair, except for slight damage in 
the Darrang and Sibsagar districts from local floods.—Trade 
Commissioner for India in London.

RETAIL TRADE IN DRUGS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada (Mr. F. W, 
Field) has sent to the Department of Overseas Trade copies 
of a Report on Drug Retailing in Canada for the year 1930 
which has recently been issued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics of the Ministry of Trade and Commerce at Ottawa, 

The Report contains much information of interest to 
United Kingdom firms doing business in Canada or who 
propose to establish connections in the drug and druggists’ 
sundries trades. Copies of the Report are available for 
loan to United Ki firms interested on application to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. (Reference 21156/35 should be quoted). 

The Report states that 3,559 drug stores were operated in 
Canada in 1930, whose total sales amounted to nearly 77 
million dollars. In addition other stores, mainly depart- 
ment stores, variety goods stores and country general stores, 
sold some of these commodities, with the result that the 
total sales of ‘‘ drugs, patent medicines and compounils, 
etc.,’’? amounted to 51 million dols., and of ‘‘ toilet articles 
and preparations ”’ to nearly 19 million dols.

CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The weather has been abnormally hot for the time of year 
and a hot wind during May caused some damage to citrus 
and other fruit trees, as well as to late-sown cereals and 
vetches. 

The wheat harvest has begun and a satisfactory produc- 
tion is reported from most areas; threshing has commenced 
in some districts. Barley harvesting continues and thresh- 
ing is in full swing; prospects are good in most areas, but 
smaller crops are reported in the Larnaca and Paphos 
districts ; supply is good, demand poor. Harvesting of oats 
is in progress and production is satisfactory in most areas; 
attacks of rust are reported in Nicosia district. 

Potato lifting is now in progress and the crop is average 
to good in most areas. Prospects for onions are good in all 
areas. The area under cotton has increased in almost all 
areas and prospects are favourable. Flax harvesting con- 
tinues; the quality in the Morphou district is stated to be 
better than that of last year. 

A good production of aniseed is anticipated. Cumin 
harvesting is now in progress; prospects are good ; the crop 
has been grown this year in the Famagusta district with 
marked success. 

The condition of citrus trees is good in all areas, but & 
heavy drop of fruit is reported following the hot winds; a8 
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this is likely to continue during June no estimate of next 
season’s crop can yet be given. The production of apricots 
and kaishas is moderate to poor; that of almonds average. 
Pomegranates have blossomed well and a good production 
is expected. 

A good crop of carobs is anticipated from most areas, 
but reports from Larnaca and Paphos indicate that the crops 
in those districts will be less than last year. Production of 
olives in all areas will be considerably higher than last year. 

Tobacco planting is mow completed; the condition of the 
crop is good and in early areas the collection of the leaves 
has commenced. An average to good production of legumes 
is expected from most. areas. Good supplies of all kinds of 
vegetables are reported ; the area under them is much larger 
than that of last year. 

The vine crop is expected to be satisfactory notwithstand- 
ing some dropping of flowers, which was general.—Govern- 
ment of Cyprus Information Office in Eondon.

TALLINN 


The total turnover of foreign trade in May last was 
12,667,700 kroons, imports representing 6,131,400 krs., as 
compared with 4,525,000 kr. in May, 1934, while exports 
totalled 6,536,300 krs. and 4,906,200 krs., respectively, a 
balance in favour of exports of 404,900 krs. 


The total value of imports for the first five months of the 
current year was 26,139,900 krs., as compared with 20,407,800 
krs. a year earlier, while exports totalled 28,105,900 krs. 
and 20,045,600 krs., respectively, a balance in favour of 
exports of 1,966,000 krs. 


As regards imports, Great Britain took second place dur- 
ing May with goods to a value of 1,101,000 krs.; Germany 
during the month under review supplied goods to the value 
of 1,621,100 krs. Great Britain imported Estonian goods to 
the value of 2,515,100 krs., as against 1,510,900 krs. by 
Germany, which latter country ranked second in the list of 
purchasing countries.

Imports from the United Kingdom in May last aggre- 
gated 50,680,000 kr., as against 36,429,000 kr. in May, 
1934, while those from Germany amounted to 25,753,000 kr., 
as against 24,607,000 kr. in the corresponding month of 
1934. The May imports from the United Kingdom repre- 
sented 42°77 per cent. of the total, as against 37-11 per cent, 
in April. 


It should be noted that according to regulations in force 
concerning the Danish trade statistics, imports and exports 
are included in the figures for the country where the goods 
in question are paid for and not in those of the country 
where they are produced or where they are to be used. The 
increase in the imports from the United Kingdom is due to 
a considerable extent to this factor, seeds imported for the 
oil-pressing industry having been included in the United 
Kingdom figures. 


Denmark’s exports to the United Kingdom decreased 
from 64,252,000 kr. in May, 1934, to 57,441,000 kr. in May, 
1935, while exports to Germany increased from 12,005,000 
kr. to 13,945,000 kr.

The increase in Denmark’s total imports in the first five 
months of 1935 as compared with the corresponding period 
of 1934, amounting to 34 million kr., is due chiefly to in- 
creased imports of corn amounting to 19 million kr., colonial 
goods 54 million kr., and oleaginous seeds 10 million kr. 


FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—MAY 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first five 
months of 1935 show that the value of imports amounted to 
8,928 million frances, as against 10,647 million frs. in the 
same months of 1934, a decrease of 1,719 million frs., or 16 
per cent., and that of exports to 6,721 million frs., as against 
7,366 million frs., a decrease of 645 million frs., or about 
9 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs fell by 589 million frs. (184 per 
cent.), of raw materials by 708 million frs. (12°9 per cent.) 
and of manufactured articles by 422 million frs. 21:3 per 
cent.). Exports of foodstuffs rose by 14 million frs. (1:4 per 
cent.), but there was a fall of 325 million frs. (15-0 per cent.) 
in those of raw materials and 334 million frs. (8°0 per cent.) 
in those of manufactured articles. 

During the first five months of the year there was an 
adverse balance of visible exchanges amounting to 2,207 
million frs., as against 3,281 million frs. in the correspond- 
ing period of 1934. In May, imports were slightly higher 
than in April, when they reached the lowest level recorded 
since September, 1934, but exports were only higher by 40 
million frs. than the record minimum returned in March 
this year. 

As regards weight, imports in the first five months of 
1935 amounted to 18,487,000 tons, as against 19,455,000 tons 
in the first five months of 1934, a decrease of 968,000 tons, 
and exports to 12,036,000 tons, as against 11,214,000 tons, 
an increase of 822,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 
26,000 tons, of raw materials by 750,000 tons and of manu- 
factured articles by 192,000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs rose 
by 470,000 tons and of raw materials by 477,000 tons, but 
there was a fall of 126,000 tons in those of manufactured 
articles. 


GERMANY 
TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


(From the British Commercial Counsellor) 
BERLIN 

In the first qWarter of the current year the total of German 
imports was 2 per cent. higher than in the last quarter of 
1934. The increase was entirely from non-European 
countries; while the increase from overseas countries 
amounted to about 9 per cent.; imports from Europe de- 
clined. Compared with the first quarter of 1934, however, 
imports from overseas countries declined by about 28 per 
cent., while those from European countries advanced by 21 
per cent. The increase on the previous quarter in imports 
from European countries is most marked from countries 
with which clearing agreements have been concluded, e.g. 
Denmark (chiefly foodstuffs), Italy (raw silk and hemp), 
Yugoslavia (maize and various raw materials), Norway (fish 
oils), Roumania (wheat and mineral oils), Sweden (iron ore, 
timber and cellulose). | Considerable increases have also 
taken place, however, from the Soviet Union (mainly wheat, 
oil cake and flax), the United Kingdom (worked wool) and 
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Spain (fruits and iron ore). The decline in imports from 
the United States (— 60 per cent. as compared with the 
previous quarter) is principally due to the falling off in 
imports of cotton, copper, fruit and lard; from Canada the 
decline is in wheat, ores and metals, and from Australia of 
wool. 

From certain countries with which Germany has entered 
into clearing agreements, or done barter business on a large 
scale, the volume of trade has greatly altered since the first 
quarter of 1934, e.g. imports from Turkey were three times 
as great in the first quarter of 1935 compared with last year 
(27 million reichsmarks, as against 9 million R.mks.) 
(mainly wheat, barley and wool). Imports from Brazil were 
twice as great, while imports from the United Kingdom rose 
from 65:8 million R.mks. to 84°6 million R.mks. 


Export TRADE 

Compared with the March quarter of 1934, the total ex- 
ports declined by nearly 12 per cent.; but while exports to 
European countries fell by nearly 20 per cent., exports to 
overseas countries rose by nearly 10 per cent. Exports to 
the Soviet Union decreased by over 56 per cent. as compared 
with 1934, while those to the United Kingdom declined from 
104°2 million R.mks. to 91-9 million R.mks. 

The increase in exports to overseas countries was to Asia 
and South and Central America. Shipments to the United 
States, Argentina and South Africa were smaller. 


BALaNnce OF TRADE 
The trade balance for the March quarter of the current 
year shows an import surplus of 149 million R.mks., as com- 
pared with an import surplus of 53 million R.mks. for the 
first quarter of 1934.

The returns for the month of May, therefore, show an 
active balance of 0-7 million pengés, as against a passive 
one of 1:9 million pengés in May, 1934. 

During the first five months of the current year imports 
amounted to 146-7 million pengis, as against 132-7 million 
pengoés during the same period in 1934, and exports to 162-7 
million pengés, as against 153-9 million pengés during the 
first five months of 1934, resulting in an active balance of 
16 million pengés, as compared with 21-2 million pengis 
during the same period of last year. 

Imports during the months under review, in comparison 
with the same period of 1934, show an increase in maize, 
raw tobacco, raw hides and cotton, while there was a de- 
crease in imports of crude mineral oil, sawn and cut wood. 
On the export side there was an advance in lard and bacon, 
pigs, malt, cattle and oilseeds. On the other hand, a 
decrease is shown in the export of flour, eggs and feathers.

POLAND 


ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


The British Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Warsaw in the course of the recent Report* on Economic 
Conditions in Poland, states that the economic situation in 
Poland is little different from the situation a year ago. 
There are, however, indications of improvement, and a 
slightly more optimistic tone is apparent. Time will show 
whether this is justified. 


Agriculture, on which Polish economics so largely depend, 
still suffers from the disability of low prices and heavy in- 
debtedness ; in spite of sustained efforts by the Government, 
it has been impossible to raise agricultural export prices in 
view of international competition. Some alleviation is ex- 
pected from the Government decrees passed in the autumn 
ef 1934 facilitating the liquidation of agricultural debts. 
It is as yet too early to say what the result of these measures 
will be on the economic situation within the country. 


The gold standard is still maintained, and there is no 
indication that Poland intends to depart from it; nor has it 
yet been necessary to introduce restrictions on transfers of 
currency abroad. Foreign liabilities arising from loans 
abroad or from trade transactions continue to be punctually 
met. The favourable trade balance has increased, and cer- 
tain quantities of Polish loans in foreign currencies have 
been re-purchased from abroad. 


Home anp Foreren TRADE 


Trade in Poland is dependent on the prosperity of her 
farming population, which constitutes about 70 per cent. 
of the total. Unfortunately, with the low prices ruling and 
the difficulty in finding profitable outlets for the production 
of the soil, the purchasing capacity of the country is greatly 
reduced and no general improvement is in sight. The policy 
of the Government throughout the year has been to assist 
agricultural prices by purchasing grain when the prices were 
low, by instituting export premiums on grain, sugar, butter, 
meat products and other agricultural produce and by finding 
outlets for Polish agricultural production in connection with

net, 1s, 8d. post free. 
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a number of commercial treaties and barter agreemenis 
entered into with various countries. The surplus grain thus 
acquired by the Government has been used for the produc. 
tion of alcohol by the State Monopoly and for other pur. 
poses not competing with the normal grain market. At the 
same time the Government has influenced the industries to 
group themselves and reduce the prices of raw materials sold 
within the country, while assistance has been given to them 
by the Government to help their export trade. As a result 
of this policy there has been a certain improvement in 
internal trade. 


The favourable balance resulting from the foreign trade 
of Poland in 1934 was 176,859,000 zlote as compared with 
132,649,000 zl. in 1933. The increase of 44 million zl. in 
the favourable balance is due primarily to a reduction of 
import trade from 826,994,000 zl. in 1933 to 798,760,000 21. 
in 1934, while exports at the same time increased from 
959,643,000 zl. in 1933 to 975,619,000 zl. in 1934. Gold and 
silver are not included in the above figures. In 1933 gold 
to the value of 93,154,000 zl. was imported and 81,785,000 zl. 
was exported. The value of the silver imports in that year 
was 1,772,000 zl. and exports 6,032,000 zl. In 1934 these 
figures were:—Imports, gold, 51,325,000 zl.; silver, 893,000 
zl.; and exports, gold, 4,226,000 zl., and silver, 396,000 zl. 


The values of most commodities seem to have fallen during 
the year, as the quantities are considerably greater than 
they were in 1933 on both sides of the balance. The table of 
principal imports and exports is given in Appendix II of the 
Report under review. 


Import LicENCcES 


Imports continued to be restricted by the need for import 
licences in respect of a very large number of commodities, 
and quotas have been fixed in respect of all commodities on 
the prohibited list. With countries where restrictions on the 
transfer of foreign currencies are in force these are based 
upon barter agreements for mutual exchanges of goods. In 
the case of the United Kingdom, quotas have been fixed for 
all commodities. United Kingdom exporters who may find 
that their trade is restricted by difficulties in securing im- 
port licences in Poland are invited to communicate with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


Import licences are issued on the basis of pro forma in- 
voices, and when obtained by the importer are valid for 
three months; if not used they can be renewed, but a new fee 
is charged. The normal cost of an import licence is about 
13 per cent. of the Polish market value of the goods. If the 
most favourable rate of duty is to be obtained it is necessary 
to present certificates of origin, which must be issued in 
the country of origin either by a Customs Office or by a 
Chamber of Commerce; in the latter case the visa of the 
appropriate Polish Consul is required. 


Although in the interest of the Polish balance of payments 
it is necessary thus to restrict imports to a definite relation- 
ship with Polish exports, the balance derived by Poland 
in her trade relationship with the United Kingdom is so 
large that special facilities are given to Polish importers of 
United Kingdom goods. This tendency has been consoli- 
dated and given expression in the Anglo-Polish Commercial 
Agreement, which, pending ratification, entered into force 
provisionally on March 14, 1935 (see the “‘B.T.J.” of 
March 7, 1935 (page 381) ).

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SIAM 
TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The serious shrinkage in the volume of foreign trade con- 
tinued in 1934, *writes H.M. Consul-General at Bangkok, 
and the position was made more difficult by the unprece- 
dented fall in the price of rice until September, 1934, when 
a slight improvement was shown. The closing of the Nether- 
lands East Indies and Japan as markets for Siam rice and 
subsequently the imposition of import duties on rice enter- 
ing the Kwangtung province in China would have been 
heavy blows had not compensation been fortunately found 
in a new and extensive market in India, and at the end of 
1934, when the Indian market appeared to be slackening, in 
Shanghai and Ningpo. The quantity of rice exported was 
thus maintained even if the value was much diminished. 
At the same time the rise in tin and rubber prices counter- 
acted this depreciation in the value of rice and also helped 
to relieve the very depressed condition of at least one part 
of the country—the Southern Provinces. 


S1amEesE Buying Power: JAPANESE TRADE ADVANCE 


The buying power of the Siamese population generally is 
still very low. The rice cultivators are heavily indebted and 
have little or nothing to spend, their savings having now 
been exhausted after several difficult years. Imports have 
consequently been small, though latterly there have been 
slight improvements. Impoverishment has caused the 
Siamese to turn more and more to the cheapest markets for 
their imports, and the country has as a result bought more 
from Japan than from any other foreign source (excepting 
the British Empire as a unit). 


Japanese manufacturers have taken advantage of this 
position and have widened their activities in the Siam 
market considerably, causing serious loss of business to big 
European importing houses in Bangkok. There is still a 
good, if greatly diminished, demand for certain British 
manufactures, but it is much to be feared that, if any re- 
vival in the import trade takes place, Japanese manufac- 
turers are likely at first to reap the greatest benefit. 


The development of local industries and the encourage- 
ment of the growing of other crops besides rice have received 
wide public discussion and have engaged the serious atten- 
tion of the Government, but lack of capital has thus far 
allowed only a few preliminary steps to be taken. 


Pupitic Works: CoNFIDENCE IN THE GOVERNMENT 


Government has been deeply concerned in the re-organisa- 
tion of the internal administration of the country, and until 
the new machinery is running smoothly it may be expected 
that activities in the public services will be devoted to 
maintenance rather than to extension. In the Budgetary 
year 1933-34 many Government departments concerned with 
public works considerably underspent the small grants for 
capital expenditure allotted to them, and, although at the 
end of 1934 signs were not wanting that this stage was pass- 
ing and that in some directions the public services were 
embarking on programmes of construction, it is not antici- 
pated that any very ambitious projects will be taken in 
hand for the next two years. 


Facilities for aerial navigation, owing to the important 
position of Bangkok on air routes to the Far East, have been 
consistently improved, and, after an interval of nearly two 
years, work has been resumed on road-building. Much 
attention has also been given to the development of the Port 
of Bangkok. Legislation during the year was prolific, the 
majority of it concerned with the re-organisation of internal 
administration and the departmental machinery of Govern- 
ment. The royalty on tin was increased and an estate and 
succession duty was instituted, but otherwise there were 
few fiscal laws. 


The period under review closed with a feeling of optimism, 
which, though it is not in contemplation of any general 
trade revival, is based on a belief in the gradual improve- 
ment of foreign trade and on a growing confidence in the 
Government and the financial stability of the country. 


Foreign TRADE 


Statistics for the year 1933-34 reveal that the trade of the 
country just held its position during that period. The total

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value was 237 million ticals, or 5 million ticals less than in 
the previous twelve months and approximately half of the 
value of trade in 1929-30. In the matter of exports, quan- 
tities were well maintained as compared with 1932-33, but 
the price of rice reached such low levels that the value of 
rice exported declined by over 11 million ticals. There was 
also a heavy decline in the value of exports of gold bullion 
and gold ornaments. Fortunately, however, the value of 
tin and rubber exports increased, the former by 10 million 
ticals and the latter by 1-9 million ticals, the net result 
being that the total value for all exports in 1933-34 was only 
8:4 million ticals less than in the year before. Imports, on 
the other hand, rose in value by some 3 million ticals, and 
the market showed faint signs of increased activity as ex- 
emplified in the fact that, while on the whole values declined, 
quantities imported were greater. 


In spite of the reduced volume of trade as compared with 
the years before the depression, Siam is still a country with 
a very favourable trade balance, for it will be observed that 
excess of exports over imports was 156-2 per cent., an amount 
which it may be presumed more than covers the value of 
invisible imports. 


Since April, 1934, the condition of the export trade has 
ameliorated, for not only has Siam found good markets for 
her rice, but the price of this commodity has improved and 
the better conditions in the tin-mining and rubber in- 
dustries continue. It may be said that the worst period 
seems to have passed, but at the same time there are no 
real grounds, from an examination of present conditions in 
Siam, for prophesying that the revival of trade will be on 
any large scale or even that it will be a permanent one. 


Principat Import Sources 


Imports from the United Kingdom decreased in 1933-34 
by approximately 1:4 million ticals as compared with the 
previous year, the chief reductions being in cotton textile 
manufactures and cotton yarn. Slight improvements took 
place in a few lines, notably machinery and vehicles. 


From all parts of the British Empire there was a decrease 
of imports, except from India, which supplied the Govern- 
ment imports of opium, valued at 4 million ticals. Neverthe- 
less the British Empire was still the supplier of about one- 
third of Siam’s imports. 


Supplies from other countries were less in value than in 
the previous year in all cases except those of Japan and the 
United States, the main loss falling to China (including 


‘ shipments via Hong Kong and Singapore), the imports from 


which declined by 4°6 million ticals. The figures for the 
United States were approximately the same for both years, 
but in the case of Japan there was an increase of 5 million 
ticals. 


The preponderance of Japanese goods in the import 
market was the most remarkable feature of the period under 
review, the general explanation being that the cheapness of 
goods from Japan has provided an important means of com- 
pensation to Siam for her loss of buying power during the 
period of depression. The cotton textile market is now 
almost entirely in Japanese hands, and a study of the 
statistics in Appendix I to the Report will reveal how 
extensive Japanese activity has become in the majority of 
the other branches of the import trade. The ever-increasing 
trade in Japanese goods has led also to marked changes 
in distribution arrangements. Many British and other 
European houses have given up the import of all textiles 
and have only a very small share in any branch of the 
Japanese import business, which is carried on direct through 
local dealers or through Japanese importing houses. 


A BricuTer OvuTLooK 


The tone of the market has, however, greatly improved in 
the last few months, and even to European importing houses 
the outlook seems brighter. After the crop of failures two 
years ago, business was conducted with greater caution, and 
there were very few failures during the year. This improve- 
ment is no doubt due to the higher price of rice, and a 
satisfactory feature is that merchants are of opinion that 
the occasion has not been taken by dealers to overtrade, a 
tendency which is said to be usual following a rise in 
commodity prices. At the same time it is likely that Japan 
will reap the greatest benefit from improvements. Even 
if better conditions continue, European goods will be driven 
from the “‘ open market ’’ more and more, and importers of 
European manufactures will have to confine themselves to 
the sale of “‘ brands ”’ and a limited number of special lines, 
as indeed some are already tending to do. 
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Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements 





HUNGARY—CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial 
Agreement has been signed between the Governments of 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia and is now in force. 


This Commercial Agreement assures to both parties most- 
favoured-nation treatment and also renews several other pro- 
visions contained in the old agreement. It also provides for 
the discussion of the goods exchange regulations every three 
months. A mixed committee is to examine the result of 
the goods exchange and to decide upon the measures 
which are to be taken to further mutual commercial traffic. 
It has been agreed that the value of exports from 
Hungary may amount to 80 million Czech crowns up to the 
end of this year. Of this sum 55 millions will be paid 
for by the delivery of Czech goods to Hungary, 6 millions 
will be used to cover the demand of Czech currency by 
Hungarian visitors to Czech spas, and the rest for various 
other payments to be made in Czechoslovakia. The agree- 
ment stipulates, among. other conditions, the export of 
23,000 pigs and 280 wagon loads of bacon and lard from 
Hungary to Czechoslovakia, as well as of wood to the value 
of 19 million Czech crs., foundry coke up to 14 million crs., 
and manufactured articles amounting to 21 million crs. from 
Czechoslovakia to Hungary. 


PORTUGAL—ROUMANIA 


AGREEMENT REGARDING COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION 


An Agreement regarding commerce and navigation 
between Portugal and Roumania was signed in Lisbon on 
May 13, 1935, and entered into force on May 24. The 
Agreement is valid for a period of six months, and will be 
extended automatically for periods of six months unless 
denounced two months before the date of expiration. 


The following is a summary of the more important pro- 
visions of the Agreement :— 


Provision is made for reciprocal most-favoured-nation 
treatment in respect of import and re-export duties, and 
internal taxes. This clause does not, however, cover goods 
carried in the ships of a country which does not enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment. 


Reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded as 
regards Customs formalities in respect of goods imported, 
exported, in transit, warehoused, re-exported, or tran- 
shipped. 


Nationals of either country travelling for business pur- 
poses in the territory of the other shall enjoy all rights and 
privileges granted to the nationals of most-favoured-nation 
countries. In the same manner commercial travellers fur- 
nished with a legitimation card issued by the competent 
authority of their country shall enjoy similar privileges, 
especially with regard to the import and export of the 
samples they carry. 


Exception to most-favoured-nation treatment is made in 
the case of the following :— 


(a) Favours accorded by either party to facilitate 
frontier traffic with neighbouring States within a 
zone of 15 kilometres. 

(b) Any special régime instituted by Portugal through 
agreements with Spain or Brazil. 

(c) Any special régime instituted by either party with 
regard to Tariff matters in connection with imports 
from and exports to its overseas territories. 


(d) Any rights and privileges granted to other States as 
the result of a Customs Union. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment in Por- 
tugal, and most-favoured-nation treatment in Portuguese 
Colonies, is accorded to Roumanian ships and to passengers 
and goods carried in them. National and most-favoured- 
nation treatment is granted by the Roumanian Government 
to Portuguese vessels and their passengers and goods. 


Each contracting party undertakes to protect the goods 
of the other from unfair competition within its territory, 
in the form of false indications of origin or false descrip- 
tions of the nature or specific quality of the goods. 
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The Roumanian Government undertakes to protect the 
names “ Port,’”’ ‘‘ Madeira,’’ ‘ Moscatal de Sétubal,” 
‘‘ Carcavelos,’’ ‘‘ Estremaduna,’’ and combinations derived 
from the use of these names, either in their original forms 
or translated, when applied to Portuguese wines of officially 
demarcated regions, and to forbid the sale within its terri- 
tory of other wines bearing these names in combination 
with such words as “ type,’’ ‘‘ rival,’’ ‘‘ method,”’ etc., or 
bearing marks, labels or descriptions which might create a 
false impression in the mind of the purchaser as to the true 
origin of the wine in question. Similar measures will be 
taken to prevent the sale of liqueur wines which, after im- 
portation, have been adulterated by the addition of water 
or other wines. 


The Roumanian Government undertakes that Portuguese 
fortified wines shall not be subject in Roumania to import 
duties, internal taxes, or any restrictions different from, or 
higher than, those to which other wines are subject, neither 
shall Portuguese wines be subject to a less favourable 
régime with regard to quality than wines of other countries. 


CLEARING AGREEMENT 


An Agreement regulating the settlement of commercial 
debts arising out of the exchange of goods between Portugal 
and Roumania was signed in Lisbon on May 13, and 
became effective as from May 24, 1935.

SPAIN—ESTONIA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ of June 11 contains the text 
of the Commercial ‘‘ Modus Vivendi’’ and the Payments 
Agreement between Spain and Estonia which were signed 
in Madrid on May 8. The two Agreements entered into 
force, provisionally, on June 1, and will remain in force 
for a period of one year from that date. Ratifications by 
each Party are to be exchanged as soon as possible. Should 
no new Agreement have been concluded by the end of the 
year, and neither Party having denounced them three 
months before the end, the Agreements will remain in force 
for one month after denunciation by either Party. A 
summary of the Agreements is given below. 


Imports into Estonia of Spanish produce will enjoy un- 
conditional and unlimited most-favoured-nation treatment 
as regards duties and taxes. Provision is also made for the 
reduction of the Estonian duties on certain Spanish fruits, 
wines, etc., particulars of these reductions are published 
elsewhere in this issue of the Journal. Most-favoured-nation 
treatment in Spain is accorded to certain Estonian pro- 
ducts specified in the Agreement, included in which are :— 


mineral oils; timber; linseed; cellulose; news- 
print and writing paper; hemp, linen and ramie; 
potatoes ; butter ; eggs; and whale bone and the 
like. 


Reciprocal unconditional and unlimited most-favoured- 
nation treatment is provided for as regards the re-exporta- 
tion, transit, storage and trans-shipment of goods ; the 
fulfilment of Customs formalities ; and interior taxes and 
dues. 


Provisions as to the issue and requirement of certificates 
of origin are included in the Agreement. 


Each Party undertakes to suppress the improper use of 
geographical appellations of origin for the products of the 
other Party, with particular reference to wine products, 
as long as these names are duly protected in the country 
of origin. Special attention is to be paid to Spanish wines 
** Jerez,’ ‘* Xerez,’’ “Sherry,” ‘‘ Malaga,’’ and “ Tarra- 
gona.”’ 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is to be accorded in 
respect of navigation, pilotage fees, light and port dues, 
etc. 

Where most-favoured-nation treatment is specified in the 
Agreement, it is understood to exclude privileges granted 
by (1) Estonia to Finland, Latvia, Lithuania, or the 
U.S.S.R., or to all of those countries, so long as the 
privileges granted are not extended to any country other 
than those mentioned ; (2) Spain to Portugal, Spanish 
possessions and Colonies, Spanish Morocco and Spanish- 
American Republics. 


Estonia is granted an annual import quota of 5,000 
metric tons of chemical wood pulp (cellulose).

BRITISH HONDURAS 
PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Statutory 
Rules and Orders, 1935, No. 24, which repeals the Pre- 
ferential Regulations made on December 14, 1927, and sub- 
stitutes the following regulations governing the entry into 
British Honduras of goods claiming British Preferential 
rates of duty :— 


Statutory RuLes AND ORDERS 
1935, No. 24 


Recuations made by the Governor in Council under 
Section 3 of the Customs and Excise Duties Ordinance, 
1935 (No. 1 of 1935). 

1. Invoice and Certificate of Origin.—All goods for which 
preferential treatment is claimed under the British Pre- 
ferential Tariff shall be accompanied by an Invoice and a 
Certificate of Value and of Origin in the forms set forth in 
the Schedules A and B herto respectively. 


2. Goods Manufactured in the British Empire.—Goods 
shall not be deemed to have been manufactured in the 
British Empire unless the final process of manufacture has 
taken place within the Empire and unless they contain at 
least 25 per cent., or in the case of goods falling within a 
class or description as set out in Schedule C, at least 50 per 
cent., or in the case of goods falling within a class or 
description as set out in Schedule D, at least 75 per cent. 
of British Empire labour and material in the factory or 
works cost. The term ‘‘ factory or works cost ’’ shall be held 
to include :— 

(1) The cost of materials as received into the factory 
but not including the Customs or Excise or other duty 
paid or payable in respect of such materials in that 
part of the British Empire from which the goods are 
consigned, 

(2) Manufacturing Wages, 

(3) Factory overhead expenses, 

(4) Inside Containers. 
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(3) Where a number of separate articles are included in 
one parcel or shipment, each and every article shall be con- 
sidered separately for the purpose of calculating the per- 
centage value therein of British Empire labour and material. 


(4) In the calculation of such percentage value none of 
the following items, being charges incurred subsequent to 
the completion of the manufactured goods shall be 
included : 

(a) Manufacturer’s profit or the profit or remunera- 
tion of any trader, agent, broker or other person deal- 
ing in the article in its finished condition, or 

(b) Royalties, or 

(c) The cost of outside packages or any cost of pack- 
ing the goods thereinto, or 

(d) Any cost of conveying, insuring, or shipping the 
goods subsequent to their manufacture. 


5. Where any goods falling within a class or description 
of goods set out in a Schedule hereto are goods containing a 
dutiable component which does not fall within a class or 
description of goods set out in that Schedule these Regula- 
tions shall apply to that component as though it were in- 
cluded in that Schedule. 


6. Where any goods not falling within a class or descrip- 
tion of goods set out in a Schedule hereto are goods con- 
taining a dutiable component which falls within such class 
or description these Regulations shall apply to that com- 
ponent as though it were not within such class or description. 


7. Any goods falling within a class or description of goods 
set out in a Schedule hereta shall for the purpose of these 
Regulations be treated as within that class or description 
notwithstanding that for the purpose of any duty of 
Customs chargeable on the importation thereof such goods 
are treated as falling within such other class or description 
of goods. 


8. Production of Documentary Evidence.—The importer 
shall produce at the request of the Collector of Customs 
such documentary evidence relating to the goods as the 
Collector of Customs may require to be presented in order 
to substantiate the correctness of the particulars contained 
in the Certificate of Origin. 


9. Disputes.—Upon the failure of the importer to present 
any document required under the preceding regulation, the 
Collector of Customs may direct that the goods shall not be 
admitted under the British Preferential Tariff. Any 
dispute as to the duty payable may be decided by action in 
the manner provided by law. 


10. Arrival of Goods before Certificate.—When goods en- 
titled to be admitted under the British Preferential Tariff 
reach the Colony before the arrival of the Certificate of 
Origin relating to the same, the Collector of Customs may 
authorise the delivery of such goods at the preferential rate 
of duty on the security of a deposit equal in amount to the 
difference in duty between the Preferential and Full rates. 
Deposits made under the provisions of this regulation shall 
be carried to account under the appropriate head of revenue 
at the end of seven days after the expiration of the time 
allowed for the production of the Certificate of Origin. 


11. Goods Not in Conformity with the Certificate-—When 
goods accompanied by Certificates of Origin are not in 
uniformity with the description borne on the Certificates, 
by reason of discrepancies as regards the marks or numbers 
of the packages, the number and description of the 
packages and description of the goods or the quantity or 
value of the goods, they shall not be entitled to preferential 
treatment unless the Collector of Customs is satisfied that 
the difference are solely due to error. 


12. Certificates of Origin to be Retained by Collector of 
Customs.—Certificates of Origin produced shall be retained 
by the Collector of Customs and shall be filed with the 
papers of the importing vessel. A note shall be made on the 
impert entry at the time of passing of such entry that a 
wertificate has been produced covering the preferential 
goods specified therein. 


13. Package of Empire Goods.—Goods intended for entry 
under the British Preferential Tariff shall be packed sepa- 
rately from other goods not so intended. The packages, 
however, may be enclosed with other goods, provided the 
fact is clearly indicated in the Invoice. 


14. Entries.—Goods entitled to preferential treatment 
shall not be entered on entries along with goods under the 
General Tariff. 
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15. Goods of One Part of Empire Imported from Another, 
—Goods, the produce or manufacture of one part of the 
Empire, when imported into the Colony from another part 
of the Empire, may be admitted to preference, provided 
that the goods are accompanied by a certificate declared 
before the Customs authorities of the last port of shipment 
certifying that such goods were entered at such port as 
Empire goods, and were supported by Certificates of Origin 
at the time of admission: Provided that when the country 
from which such goods are finally exported is the United 
Kingdom or the Irish Free State, the person by whom the 
goods are finally exported or supplied may be regarded as 
the supplier for the purpose of signing the certificates set 
forth in Schedules A and B hereto. 


16. Blended Tea.—Tea which is blended in bond in, or is 
exported under drawback from, any part of the Empire 
shall be entitled to preference in respect of that proportion 
of the blend which is certified by the proper officer of 
Customs or Excise to consist of tea grown within the Empire 
and to have been supported by proper certificates of origin 
on importation into that part of the Empire where it was 
blended: Provided that if such tea, either before or after 
blending, is transhipped or landed at any foreign port or 
place, then the general regulations dealing with goods 
ordinarily transhipped or landed at such port or place shall 
have effect. 


17. Blended Tea Not Exported from Bond.—Tea which 
is blended in and exported from any part of the Empire 
otherwise than from bond or under drawback, shall be 
entitled to preference in respect of that proportion of the 
blend which is certified by the supplier by invoices and cer- 
tificates in the forms in Schedules A and B hereto respec- 
tively, provided that such invoices and certificates are 
accompanied by a declaration by the exporter that the tea 
shipped— 

(a) consists entirely of produce of the British 
Empire, or 


(b) in case of blends containing tea of non-Empire 
origin, consists of blends containing a stated percentage 
of Empire tea, the country of production of such tea 
being specified. 


Provided that if such tea, either before or after blending, 
is transhipped or landed at any foreign port or place, then 
the general regulations dealing with goods ordinarily tran- 
shipped or landed at such port or place shall have effect. 


18. Empire Goods Shipped from a Foreign Port.—Goods, 
the produce or manufacture of any part of the Empire, 
consigned to the Colony which have been transhipped en 
route at a foreign port, or have been shipped from a foreign 
port after overland transit from the Empire country of 
origin, not including the Dominion of Canada, shall not be 
entitled to preference unless such goods have passed through 
such foreign country in bond and are accompanied by a 
through Bill of Lading or Railway Consignment Note from 
the country of production to the Colony in support of the 
Certificate of Origin. Where a through Bill of Lading or 
Railway Consignment Note is not available, the Ocean Bill 
of Lading from the Foreign Port of Shipment must bear a 
certificate signed by the Steamship Company before the 
British Consul that the goods have passed through such 
foreign country in bond giving the Empire Country of Pro- 
duction not including the Dominion of Canada and the 
number of the bonded car, in which case the Certificate of 
Origin shall also be attested by the British Consul. 


19. Products of the Dominion of Canada imported into 
this Colony shall be entitled to the benefit of the Preferen- 
tial Tariff only if they shall have been conveyed without 
transhipment direct from a Canadian port or have been 
imported by way of one of the other colonies entitled to the 
advantages of the Canada—West Indies Trade Agreement 
of 1925. 


20. Empire Goods Imported from Foreign Country.— 
Goods, the produce or manufacture or any part of the 
Empire, imported or re-consigned from a foreign country, 
shall not be admitted to preference. 


21. Merchandise Not for Sale.—The following short form 
of certificate will, in general, be accepted as satisfactory 
evidence of origin for admitting at the preferential rates of 
duty in the case of postal parcels of small value arriving 
from Empire countries where the contents are not merchan- 
dise for sale:—

22. Powers of Collector of Customs in Exceptional Cir- 
cumstances.—In exceptional circumstances, where an im- 
porter is unable at the time of entry to produce any docu- 
ment required by these Regulations, the Collector of 
Customs shall have power— 

(a) to admit at the preferential rate of duty, or 

(b) to reduce the amount of the deposit provided for in 
clause 10 of these Regulations in respect of any 
goods which he is satisfied are of Empire origin 
and which are not debarred from preference by 
clause 20 of these Regulations. 

23. The Regulations made by the Governor in Council on 
the 14th day of December, 1927, as amended by the Regula- 
tions made by the Governor in Council on the 7th day of 
August, 1929, and as further amended by the Regulations 
made by the Governor in Council on the 25th day of Sep- 
tember, 1929, under the Customs and Excise Duties 
Ordinance—Chapter 18 of the Consolidated Laws, 1924, are 
hereby repealed. 

24. These Regulations shall come into force on the first 
day of June, 1935.

CANADA 
TARIFF BOARD RULING 


The Canadian Tariff Board issued the following ruling on 
June 12, under the provisions of Part 2 of the Tariff Board

opinion of the Board as to whether or not skelp for use by 
manufacturers in the manufacture of pipe couplings is 
dutiable under Tariff Item 384. 


Declaration.—When pipes and tubes are manufactured by 
manufacturers of pipes and tubes in their own factories out 
of material dutiable under Tariff Item 384, couplings for such 
pipes and tubes made out of the same material are within 
the description ‘‘ pipes and tubes ” in Tariff Item 384. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
QUOTAS ON RUBBER PROOFED GOODS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of March 21 (page 497), the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to the Board 
of Trade copies of the ‘‘ Control of Imports (Quota No. 6, 
Fourth Period) Order, 1935,’’ and the ‘‘ Control of Imports 
(Quota No. 7, Fourth Period) Order, 1935,’’ which appoint 
the period August 1 to October 31 as the “ fourth period ”’ 
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under the original Orders relating to quotas on certain 
rubber-proofed goods imported into the Irish Free State, 
and fix the quotas for that period as follows :—

QUOTA ON RAW TOMATOES

importation of raw tomatoes into the Irish Free State, 
except under licence, the United Kingdom Trade Commis- 
sioner at Dublin has forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy 
of the “ Control of Imports (Quota No. 20, First Period) 
Order, 1935,’’ made by the Irish Free State Executive Coun- 
cil on June 21, which appoints the period July 15 to 
August 31 as the “ first period ’’ under the original Order 
relating to quotas on raw tomatoes and fixes the quota for 
that period at 5,500 cwt. 


COAL QUOTAS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.’”’ of January 17 (page 110), the United King- 
dom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to the 
Board of Trade copies of two Orders entitled the ‘‘ Control 
of Imports (Quota No. 11, First Period, Additional Quota) 
Order, 1935,” and the ‘‘ Control of Imports (Quota No. 11, 
Second Period) Order, 1935,” made by the Irish Free State 
Executive Council on June 18 and June 25, respectively. 

Quota No. 11, First Period, Additional Quota, Order, 
1935, fixes an additional quota of 110,000 tons of coal, culm, 
shale or slack in respect of the ‘ first period’’ (February 1 
to July 31), making the total quota for that period 1,210,000 
tons. Of this total, 1,208,900 tons constitute a special quota 
for coal, etc., produced in and consigned from the United 
Kingdom. 

Quota No. 11, Second Period, Order, 1935, appoints the 
period August 1, 1935, to January 31, 1936, as the ‘‘ second 
period’ under the original Order relating to quotas on 
coal, culm, shale or slack, and fixes the quota for that period 
at 1,705,000 tons, of which 1,704,000 tons constitute a special 
quota for coal, etc., produced in and consigned from the 
United Kingdom.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—NETHERLANDS 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 684 of 1935, which gives details of an Agreement, 
concluded on February 20 by an Exchange of Notes, between 
the Government of the Union of South Africa and the Gov- 
ernment of Her Majesty the Queen of the Netherlands. 

The Agreement, which also applies to South-West Africa, 
provides for the granting of reciprocal unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards all that concerns com- 
merce and navigation ; inclusive of all dues, taxes or charges 
appertaining thereto, as well as in regard to matters of 
exchange. 

The Kingdom of the Netherlands will not, however, be en- 
titled to claim privileges accorded by the Union to members 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations, provided such pre- 
ferential treatment is confined to such members. 

The most-favoured-nation treatment shall not be appealed 
to for the purpose of obtaining : — 


(a) Favours granted to contiguous territories and countries 
in virtue of special political or economic relations. 

(b) Advantages accruing from bilateral or plurilateral 
treaties or one-sided measures aiming at the aboli- 
tion of double taxation. 


The coasting trade in Netherlands India is excepted from 
the Agreement. 

The most-favoured-nation treatment provided for in the 
Agreement shall not prevent the grant of special favours to 
ships carrying ocean mail under contract. 

As regards the imposition of special prohibitions or re- 
strictions on imports and exports, it shall be deemed suffi- 
cient compliance with the most-favoured-nation treatment 
provided for in the Agreement, if such prohibitions or re- 
strictions are applied to all countries in regard to which 
there are similar grounds for their application. 

The Agreement came into force on April 1, 1935, and will 
remain in force for one year thereafter, at the end of which 
period it may be terminated by one of the parties by giving 
three months’ notice.

AUSTRIA 


IMPORTATION OF COTTON TEXTILES 
FROM UNITED KINGDOM 


H.M. Representative at Vienna reports that fine cotton 
textiles from the United Kingdom will be licensed for im- 
port into Austria up to 100 per cent. of the imports in 1933, 
and that goods intended for further processing in Austria 
are not affected by the import restrictions. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “ B.T.J.” of June 20 (page 993), giving a list of further 
goods subject to import licence, H.M. Representative at 
Vienna reports that a communication has been published to 
the effect that applications for import permits for goods 
specified in that list must cover the quantity of goods re- 
quired for the period until the end of September next, and 
be lodged with the Chamber of Commerce of the respective 
district, accompanied by Customs doeuments relating to 
similar imports in 1933, or during the third quarter of 1933. 
An exception is made regarding calf leather, mineral tanned, 
brown or black (ex Tariff No. 278a), for which proof must be 
produced that similar goods were imported in 1934, or during 
the third quarter of 1934. As regards twine (Tariff No. 171b) 
from all countries, except from the Czechoslovak Republic, 
cow and horse hide, not tanned like sole leather, even dyed 
(Tariff No. 277b), except cow upper leather for boots; illu- 
minating glass ware (Tariff No. 316, Note 3), painted illu- 
minating glass ware (Tariff No. 3}7a) and glass (Nete te 
Tariff No. 317), the Customs offices are empowered to grant 
import permits on direct application of the importer, pend- 
ing a final decision in the matter. 


AUSTRIA— CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


EXEMPTION FROM CUSTOMS DUTY OF 
PRINTED MATTER ADVERTISING TOURING 
TRAFFIC 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ”’ of June 1, 1935, publishes the 
ratification by the Government of Austria of an Exchange 
of Notes which took place at Prague on May 29, 1934, under 
which printed matter to be used as advertisement for tourist 
traffic is mutually exempted from Customs duties by the 
Austrian and Czechoslovakian Governments. 

The exchange of ratifications took place on March 31, and 
the Agreement came into force on April 15, 1935. 


BELGIUM 


SALES AND LUXURY TAXES 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge” of May 15 contains a Decree, 
dated May 13 and effective from May 20, modifying the 
Belgian Sales and Luxury Taxes as follows :— 

The Transmission (Sales) Tax is abolished on the following

The Luxury Tax on motor tyres and the 5 per cent. tax on 
yeast are replaced by the ordinary Transmission Tax of 24 
per cent.

The Mercantile Marine Atlas, first issued in 1904, has come 
to be regarded as an indispensable work of reference to all 
engaged in maritime commercial activities, and its continued 
popularity has enabled the Publishers to keep the Atlas abreast 
of every important development of maritime trade. This policy 
has been followed in the preparation of the Thirteenth and 

Centenary edition of the Atlas. Among the new features 

incorporated in the present edition may be mentioned :—A 
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new double-page chart of the Central Mediterranean Ports, 
with an inset of Fiume and Susak ; a double-page chart of the 
world showing British and Foreign Air Routes, with insets of 
European and North American air routes on an enlarged scale, 
and diagrams of the distinguishing marks of aircraft; a World 
Chart exhibiting graphically the volume of seaborne Trade by 
means of routes of graded width; the insertion on the general 
Ocean maps of the tracks followed by the principal British 
and Foreign Shipping Companies, each being distinguished by 
a separate symbol, with tables giving the Distance and Time 
taken for journeys by sea and rail; the introduction of 
Isochronic colouring on the Railway Map of the British Isles, 
showing the number of hours taken to reach all places from 
London; and a parallel table giving the new ‘‘ National ’’ 
spellings of the names of Ports, etc., together with the older 
forms still in popular usage. 

It is obvious that a Sea Atlas, devoted primarily to ocean 
communications, must differ in scope from that of an ordinary 
Atlas which deals mainly with the land. In the Mercantile 
Marine Atlas, accordingly, the selection and arrangement of 
the maps have been determined solely on the principle of 
enabling the Ocean Highways throughout the world to be 
dealt with in the most comprehensive manner possible. A 
glance at the Index Map demonstrates that all the oceans and 
seas have been so exhaustively mapped that not a single ship- 
ping route of importance in any part of the world has been 
omitted. 

The shipping routes as laid down on the maps correspond 
exactly with the courses followed, and the distances have 
been calculated with the greatest precision along the actual 
routes in use. Mail Shipping routes are distinguished by red 
lines, and the time occupied and the distances in nautical 
miles are given. Submarine Cables and the principal Wireless 
Stations open to public service are shown on the general 
sea charts, and the former also on the series of physical maps 
of the oceans showing sea-depths. The growing importance of 
air transport has been recognised by charts of the World, 
Europe and North America, showing the principal Air Routes. 
On all the general charts the 100 fathom line is laid down, 
and Sandbanks, Rocks and Reefs, Lighthouses and Lightships, 
Canals and Navigable Rivers are clearly shown. The leading 
Railway Lines are also indicated, and special Railway Maps 
ot the British Isles, Europe and the Overland Routes to the 
East are included. Towns are distinguished according to their 
relative populations ; and the positions of Naval, Coaling and 
Oiling Stations, Docks, British and United States Consulates 
are located. 

Mercator’s Projection has been employed for all the general 
charts; single degrees being shown to facilitate an accurate 
laying down of new or special routes between any ports. 

Inset plans of the Principal Seaports of the World, drawn 
as far as possible on a uniform scale, allow their relative 
extent and harbour accommodation to be compared, and add 
value to the Atlas : they are sufficiently detailed to show the 
separate Docks and the depth of water in the Channels. 

Tables are given containing nearly 12,000 distances between 
ports for full-powered vessels burning coal or oil, and those 
via the Panama Canal have been inserted wherever the use of 
this route effects a saving; while by means of a diagrammatic 
Speed, Time and Distance Chart, specially constructed by 
Lieut. F. 8. Miskin, R.N.R., rapid and exact computations can 
be made of the speed and time taken on any voyage. 

Physical maps of the oceans and principal seas, exhibiting 
the depth of the sea, are supplemented by charts illustrating 
the Visibility of the land, the Coastal Zones illuminated by 
lighthouses and lightships, together with the Rise of Tides in 
different parts of the world. 

The Index, which has been carefully revised for the thir- 
teenth edition, contains all coastal and sea names given on the 
charts, with their latitude, longitude and map number.

British Standard Specifications for Luboratory Glassware. 

In further development of the work which is now being 
carried out by a Committee of the Chemical Division of the 
British Standards Institution in the standardisation of labora- 
tory ware, including scientific glassware, British Standard 
Specifications have just been issued for Graduated Measuring 
Cylinders, Crow Receivers, Nessler Cylinders and Petri Dishes. 

These Specifications include requirements governing the 
quality and the dimensions of the apparatus, and the Com- 
mittee responsible for their preparation have been working in 
close co-operation with the National Physical Laboratory. 

The Measuring Cylinder Specification provides for both un- 
stoppered and stoppered graduated measuring cylinders, the 
Specification being so framed as to provide for two classes of 
accuracy, A for cylinders of the highest accuracy and B for 
ordinary grade cylinders possessing only commercial accuracy. 
Ten sizes have been provided from 5 ml. to 2,000 ml. capacity. 
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The Specification for Crow Receivers similarly provides for 
two classes of unstoppered and stoppered crow receivers. Three 
sizes of receivers 25, 50 and 100 ml. have been standardised. 

The Nessler Cylinder Specification provides for 50 and 100 
ml. cylinders and the tolerances specified make adequate allow- 
ance for the ordinary variations in manufacture. A warning 
is included in the Specification, however, that it is not pos- 
sible to use side by side Nessler cylinders differing from each 
other in height of graduation mark by the maximum amount 
permissible under the specified tolerances. Consequently, in 
fulfilling any particular order, manufacturers or vendors are 
cupiatod to select from their stock cylinders which agree 
satisfactorily with each other in height of graduation mark. 
The following is a satisfactory manner of selection. In ful- 
filling an order the cylinders should be made up in batches of 
six such that the height to the graduation mark for each 
cylinder in the batch is within the limits specified in the table 
given in the specification and also does not differ from the 
height to the graduation mark on any other cylinder in the 
batch by more than 1 millimetre. It is open to the purchaser 
to stipulate any other selection which would meet his require- 
ments, but, in the absence of any such stipulation, manufac- 
ane or vendors are to make their selection on the foregoing 

asis. 

The Petri Dish Specification standardises one size of Petri 
dish and includes an autoclave test. 

The National Physical Laboratory has indicated that it is 
prepared to accept measuring cylinders, crow receivers and 
Nessler cylinders for examination for conformity with the 
British Standard Specifications.

Since the publication of the second edition of ‘‘ Standard 
Methods for Testing Petroleum and Its Products’’ in 1929, the 
Committees responsible for the work of investigating the 
methods have been actively engaged in the consideration of 
new methods and in the revision of the methods previously 
standardised. The considerable progress which has been made 
in the formulation of standard methods is clearly indicated by 
the size of the new book, which contains nearly 100 more 
pages than the second edition. 

In the first and second editions of the book the tests were 
arranged in classifications according to the particular product 
to which they applied. It was found that this led to some in- 
convenience in the use of the book as it necessitated con- 
siderable cross referencing and the consequent trouble of 
having to refer to several parts of the book to obtain full 
details of technique regarding a particular test. In the 
present edition the more logical method of arranging the tests 
in alphabetical order has been adopted. 

In the past it had been the policy of the Committee to 
specify ‘‘ Standard ’’ methods ae. During the last two or 
three years, however, there have been requests for special 
tests which would be useful but require further experience in 
their application and investigation into details. They cannot, 
therefore, yet be placed in the ‘‘ Standard ’’ category and a 
special section to include such tests as ‘‘ Tentative ’’ methods 
has been included. It is hoped in this way to obtain informa- 
tion regarding the use and application of such methods in 
practice. Included in this section are the methods for Gum 
in Motor Fuels, Knock-Rating of Motor and Aviation Fuels, 
and a Multiple Cup Bath for the Redwood Viscometer. 

The list of ‘‘ standard ’’ methods has also been increased 
considerably. Notable additions are the tests for Greases (Ash, 
Consistency, Drop Point, Free Alkali, and Free Acid), an 
Aniline Point test for Kerosene, Gas Oil and Fuel Oil, the 
re-introduction of the Pour Point test in addition to Seeting 
Point, Dilution of Crankcase Oil, a Distillation Test for Cut- 
Back Bitumen and Road Oils, Tetraethyl Lead in Gasoline, 
Vapour Pressure by the Reid Method, and Viscosity in 
Kinematic Units. 

It has also been found necessary in some cases to make re- 
visions to the existing methods, one particular case being 
Redwood Viscosity, where it was found that the technique 
of the test could be improved in detail. 

Where possible, the tests have been kept in accordance with 
those standardised by the American Society for Testing 
Materials, and thus some measure of International agreement 
has been attained. In those cases where complete agreement 
has not been possible on account of modification being neces- 
sary to meet British practice, this has been indicated by the 
addition of the word ‘“‘ modified’ to the A.S.T.M. Serial 
Designation. . In most instances, the modification is only slight 
and not likely to affect the comparison of results by both 
methods. 


Tungsten Filament General Service Electric Lamps. 

An addendum has just been issued to British Standard 
Specification 161-1934 for Tungsten Filament General Service 
Electric Lamps, adding a schedule for lamps with coiled-coii 
filaments and correcting the note to the Tables. Previously 
the note was often read to mean that only internally-frosted 
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lamps were standard up to and including 100 watts. This is 
not the case. Lamps are standard with either clear or intern- 
ally-frosted bulbs, up to and including 100 watts, although 
the internally-frosted bulb is recommended for general pur- 
poses, and the new Note now makes this position clear. —

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should cleary specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
